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MORE LIGHT ON QUININE, 


More light has been shed on the qui- 
nine situation during the past week, 
and it now appears that natural 
trust was the real cause of the sudden 
reductions in the the first of 
which occurred Aug. 17 and the second 
Aug. 24. With ‘this distrust there was 
presented the difference between the 
cost of quinine and the selling price of 
the manufacturers, which was so wide 
as to afford possible temptation to some 
of the makers to quietly 
portions of their product at a price be- 
low that to which all had bound them- 
selves to adhere. That some of the 
members of the combination have 
yielded to ‘this temptation and made 
sales below the quotation, 
and otherwise violated the understand- 
ing which has controlled the makers for 
the past two years, ‘is more than 
pected by others in the compact, as well 
as by the trade at large. Fresh goods 
have been imported from London with- 
in the past six months, and goods have 
been purchased in this market within 
a shorter period from at least one of 
the manufacturers’ agents for specula- 
tive account, a portion of which was 
afterward shipped to London. Further- 
more, it is known beyond question that 
some of the members of the combina- 
tion have been demanding as their al- 
lotment of sales a greater proportion of 
the whole than their generally under- 
stood relation to the consuming trade 
entitled them to, at least in the opin- 
ions of their competitors. It is a well- 
known fact that more of the 
manufacturers overstepped the limits of 
the agreement, in a desire to sell goods, 
just before the advance of Dec. 18, 1895. 
Instead of confining sales to quantities 
sufficient for sixty days’ requirements 
of their customers, beyond which they 
are bound not to contract to deliver, 
some of them persuaded the ttrade to 
contract for stocks far in excess of 
these limits. Whether the intent of 
this policy was to make a showing of 
sales which should secure a more lib- 
eral percentage in tthe next allotment,

NEW PROCESSES FOR PRUSSIATE 
AND CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 


The low price at which yellow prussi- 
ate of potash is now selling has drawn 
particular attention to the article, and 
interested parties are closely watching 
all developments in the industry that 
may shed some light upon the probable 
future of a commodity that has been 
under such good control in times past. 
The present condition of affairs is a 
surprise to many in the trade who are 
not in a position to know just what is 
transpiring. The tendency of the times 
to cheapen the cost of manufacture of 
everything has been felt in the potash 
industry no less than elsewhere. Ex- 
periments are constantly being made to 
discover, if possible, cheaper methods 
of production, and chemical science has 
been especially active, assisted in many 
instances by the utilization of electric- 
ity. It is to the discovery of an im-

CHEAP GREASES AND THE EX- 
PORT DEMAND. 


While the domestic demand for soap 
and candle grease shows some signs of 
revival, consequent upon the reopening 
of factories which have been running 
on a reduced scale during the midsum- 
mer, it would still prove unequal to 
the supply were it not for the continued 
relief that is afforded by the export out- 
let. In writing upon this subject in 
May, and again in June, reflected 
the skepticism of the best-informed par-

ties here, who could not regard the for- 
eign demand for tallow as likely to give 
any permament relief from the depres- 
sing effects of excessive production, and 
who believed that this class of greases 
must speedily equalize prices with lard 
and cotton oil. It has rarely occurred, 
and never for any great length of time, 
that tallow has been firm 
vancing, in the face of a 
dency in lard. Sut, as

the two fats 
has of late been such as to quite upset 
all previous theories as to what it 
should be, and it hasebeen regarded as 
a serious question whether tallow and 
its closer ally, cottonseed oil, had not 
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practically divorced themselves from 
the hog product. So far as the animal 
fats competing with lard are concerned, 
however, it is clear that their value has 
been largely sustained by the extraordi- 
nary export demand which has been 
pretty steadily maintained here for 
three months, and has taken upward 
of 30,000,000 pounds of tallow within 
that period. While that demand has 
been somewhat spasmodic, there has 
been no time when it could not be re- 
vived by a slight yielding on the part of 
holders here, and during the past week 
it has absorbed 2,0UU,0UU pounds or 
more at three and one-eighth cents, and 
cabled refusals at one-eighth better, 
with every prospect of their resulting 
in further orders to buy. This demand, 
supplementing the home trade, has re~ 
duced stocks here and at the West toa 
low point, and while the outlook for a 
larger supply of cattle is entirely favor- 
able, it would not be a depressing fea- 
ture if the present demand from 
abroad could be expected to continue 
in conjunction with the natural increase 
of home consumption tor the remainder 
of the year. 

The export demand for tallow, oleo- 
stearine and the other soap and candle 
greases has come alinost wholly from 
France, and is looked upon by the best- 
informed traders here as being largely 
speculative. France has always sup- 
plied itself for the most part with 
greases from domestic sources, and 
has drawn the bulk of whatever it may 
have required to meet any home de- 
ficiency from the River Plate territory. 
Australian tallow has gone to England 
rather than France, and although there 
is a falling off in the shipments from 
those colonies there is still a large stock 
in British warehouses available for use 
in English kettles or for re-exporta- 
tion. But the United States at present 
afford the lowest market of the world 
on all greases, being considerably be- 
low the parity of the London price for 
Australian tallow, while the sale of 
1,250,000 pounds of oleo-stearine at 
Chicago last week at three and three- 
quarter cents brings that commodity 
down below the comparative line of al- 
most any other grease, unless it be lard, 
It is the exceptionaliy favorable posi- 
tion of our market that has kept the 
French buyers operating here, and has 
led them to take quantities altogether 
in excess of the current wants of the 
consuming industries which they repre- 
sent. Advices from France indicate 
that the fodder crops will all be short 
by reason of the lack of rains in most 
districts during the spring and summer, 
and as a consequence there is a pros- 
pective dificiency in the home supply of 
animal fats, added to which is the 
shortage in the ground nut crop, which 
is an important source of supply for 
soap-making oils. It would appear 
that under these circumstances French 
buyers had been led into speculative 
operations in American greases on quite 
an extensive scale, and when their pros- 
pective wants are pretty well discount- 
ed it is assumed that the support which 
this demand now affords our market 
will be suddenly withdrawn, and, it is 
feared, with results disastrous to the 
hopes of melters, 

To what extent the home demand 
would sustain the market is whoily 
problematical, even if there were less 
competition from cottonseed oil the 
coming year than there has been in 
the past. But there is evidence now 
that lard will be consumed in the 
sOap kettle to a very large extent 
the coming year, and that its use 
will not only more than make up 
for any deficiency in cottonseed oil, 
but will compete actively with tallow. 
This diversion of the surplus stock of 
lard will be a serious blow to the cheap 
greases, and will unquestionably affect 
the higher grade tallows. Lard is high- 
ly regarded as a soap fat by many mak- 
ers, and we are cognizant of some of 
the largest establishments here and 
abroad in which it will be extensively 
used at the present prices. It is not a 
safe conclusion, therefore, that even 
an abnormal export demand for tallow 
and a deficiency in the supply of cot- 
tonseed oil will effect any material en- 
hancement of the value of soap or 
candle greases, at least for some 
months to come, 
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LOW TEST OPIUM. 


In our last issue, under the market 
report for opium, we alluded to the 
presence here of lots of mixed gum, 
which were below the test of that which 
is usually sold by dealers, and is known 
in the trade as “current quality.”” This 
grade actually contains 10@11 per cent. 
of morphine. The mixed gum contains 
a trifle over 9 per cent. or just suffi- 
cient to enable it to pass the Apprais- 
ers at this port. We are advised on 
excellent authority that the opium was 
mixed in Smyrna on the order of at 
least one New York importer, who 
stated he wanted it for powdering. The 
purchase was made last May, when 
current quality was ruling in Smyrna 
at eight shillings and sixpence per 
pound. Low grade gum, or what is 
known as rejections, was also pur- 
chased at his instigation at five shill- 
ings and upward per pound. It con- 
tained 744@8 per cent. of morphine, but 
mixed with the hign grade in equal 
proportions the average was made sufti- 
ciently high to answer the United States 
Government requirement, and enabled 
the importer to secure free entry. The 
attention of the Appraisers at this port 
was called to the matter, but they 
maintained that go long as the average 
of each case was up to the Government 
requirement of Y per cent., they were in 
duty bound to pass the goods. An ap- 
peal has been taken to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and his decision in the 
premises will no doubt soon be forth- 
coming. 

‘Tne tariff provides that opium con- 
taining less than Y per cent. of mor- 
phine shall pay $6 per pound duty. 
Pernaps no exception couid be taken 
to the importation of a grade which 
tests, by mixing, a little over ¥ per 
cent. of morphine providing it was in- 
teaded for making morphine, but there 
is no provision in the tariff act for 
the exaction of guarantees that it shall 
be so employed. ‘Fhe transaction is, 
therefore, under present conditions, 
looked upon as not only a traud on 
the Customs authorities, but as likely 
to lead to serious consequences, should 
the gum reacn the hands of extract 
manutacturers and cousumers gener- 
ally, Other than tne morphine maxers. 
aioreover, When Ollered On [he market,

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VUK TRADE With NUKWAY, 
The Department of Agriculture is 
preparing a series of reports on the 
World’s Markets for American Prod- 
ucts, which will prove of value to botu 
expurders and importers, and  espe- 
Claily so to those who desire to open 
commercial relations with dealers in 
foreign countries. The report on the 
commerce of Norway, recently issued, 
snows that the share of the United 
States in the commerce of that country 
is smalicr than it should be, especially 
in the lines of trade represented by the 
Reporter, The growth of Norway's 
imports has exceeded that of her ex- 
ports, and it is a fiead that would pay 
our manufacturers to cultivate. Great 
Britain enjoys over 8U per cent. of Nor- 
way’s foreign trade, Germany over 21 
per cent., while the United States 
stands at the bottom of the list, with 
less than 8 per cent. to its credit. 
Many of the articles in our lines of 
trade now supplied by other countries 
could be supplied by this country 
were proper efforts made to cultivate 
trade relations, and it is with the hope 
that this may be brought about tnat 
we prominently call attention to the 
subject and suggest that manufacturers 
desiring a foreign outlet for their prod- 
ucts investigate the subject, in which 
they may obtain assistance from the de- 

partment issuing these reports. 

Of lard and fats the imports into Nor- 
way amounted to 2,219,340 kilograms, 
of which the United States supplied 
1,554,620 kilograms, and in these ar- 
ticles we get vur full share of trade. 
In starch, out of a total import of 371,- 
300 kilograms, the United States sup- 
plied only 6,130 kilograms. Of the 217,- 


299 kilograms of hops imported, Ger- 
many supplied nearly the entire amount 
and we not a pound. The quantity of 

















fertilizers required yearly is large, ex- 
ceeding 8,500,000 kilograms, Over one- 
half of which is furnished by Great 
Britain, while none comes from _ the 
United States. Of the 4,606,680 kilo- 
of tallow, oleomargarine, etc., 


grams ir 
imported we supplied 1,408,730 kilo- 
grams. The imports of linseed oil, 


rapeseed oil, etc., amounted to 5,806,520 
kilograms, of which we furnished 54,- 
770 kilograms. Oil cake and meal was 
imported to the amount of 1,618,400 
kilograms, and of this we sent but 1,650 
kilograms. This should be a good mar- 
ket for cottonseed cake and meal, and 
proper efforts to introduce these prod- 
ucts would doubtless result in large 
sales. Petroleum, of course, is mainly 
supplied by the United States, Russia 
supplying only two millions out of the 
29,324,490 kilograms required. Other 
articles, as drugs, medicines, chemicals, 
paints, etc., the imports from this coun- 
try direct amount to very little, and are 
mostly received from England, although 
some are of American origin or produc- 
tion, and therefore could be supplied di- 
rect at lower prices and to better ad- 
vantage. 
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THE ALLEGED N. W. D. A. ADVER- 
TISING SCHEME. 


Our recent editorial reference to the 
proposed “souvenir” of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, for 
which the representatives of the Chi- 
cago publishers are soliciting business, 
has called forth the following letter 
from President J. C. Eliel: 

“T am at a loss to understand the 
animus of your very discourteous 
editorial of the 10th of Angust, under 
the caption ‘Unwarranted Use of the 


N. W. D. A.’ As an officer of the N. 
W. D. A., I desire to protest against 


this unwarranted attack, and to inquire 
why you go out of your way to throw 
mud and billingsgate at these unof- 
fensive men? 

“If you are short of ‘hot stuff’ or are 
‘hurt in your feelings’ because some 
other fellow is getting an occasional 
‘ad.,’ why not get at the facts in the 


case before indulging in abusive lan- 
guage, and generally making a show 


of yourself? 

“Are you quite sure that the officers 
of the N. W. D. A. have ‘brought it 
down to that class of social organiza- 
tions which advertise for bar privileges, 
etc.?? What officers are looking for 
‘biographical glory or pecuniary profit?’ 
Will you kindly be more explicit? I 
ask that you either promptly prove or 
withdraw these statements.” 

We are not at all hurt by the tone 
of Mr. Eliel’s communication, but we 
are very much surprised, and are 
forced to assume that we have “builded 
better than we knew.” Without any 
attempt to parry the shafts of with- 
ering sarcasm which he hurls at 
us in the opening paragraphs of his 
letter, we may at least protest that we 
haven’t gone out of our way to pelt 
these ‘‘ unoffensive” gentlemen with mud 
or billingsgate. We have pitched nothing 
but facts, and we have not moved out 
of the box while we were doing it. The 
facts given in the letter of an official of 
the association, which formed the basis 
for our editorial animadversions, were 
sufficient to warrant all we said. They 
do not, however, constitute all of the 
information that has been given us by 
members of the association who have 
had the subject brought to their at- 
tention by canvassers for the alleged 


“souvenir.’’ We use the plural in re- 
ferring to these representatives, al- 
though we are not aware that more 


than one of them has been working in 
this territory. His procedure is to in- 
troduce himself as “representing the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation,” a form of introduction which 
assures a cordial reception. This is 
followed by a gradual unfolding of the 
fact that he, or his house, is about to 
issue a “souvenir” of the association, 
and, lest it dawn upon his hearer that 
the scheme is a personal one, he turns 
to the last cover page of the book, upon 
which is pasted a letter signed by C. 
¥F. Weller, chairman of the Board of 
Control, sanctioning the enterprise. The 
exact wording of this letter we do not 
know, nor is it material, the all-suf- 


| ficient fact being that it conveys to 





the average reader the idea that the 
book is isued under the auspices of the 


association. The canvasser also ex- 
plains, or has explained in some in- 
Stances, at least, that the Board of 


Control is above all other officers, and 
thus conveys the impression that the 
Sanction of its chairman is virtually 
the official act of the organization. 

Now we do not know what prompted 
the chairman of the Board of Control 
to give this letter, or what author- 
ity he intended it to convey, but its ef- 
fect is told by the letter from which we 
quoted in our last article, wherein the 
writer said: ‘In the back of the book 
Was pasted what purported to be a let- 
ter which might be taken by an unwary 
reader to mean that the publication 
was an official one of the association. 
I think it is an outrage that any man 
should be given authority to coerce 
friends of the association to give adver- 
tising contracts which in no way can 
help the advertiser or the association.” 
Attention was called to this scheme by 
a letter published in the Reporter some 
montns ago. The officers of the asso- 
Gation could have readily discovered 
from its tone what impression was con- 
veyed by the authority which the pub- 
lisner held, and if this was not the im- 
pression they intended to Convey tney 
had opportunity to rescind the author- 
ily. ‘sney did not do so, however, and 
the continued use of their sanction has 
brought them and the association into 
wider disrepute as the backers of an 
udvertising scheme, the value of which 
tu the advertiser could not be consid- 
ered, and which would be pationized 
only through courtesy to the associa- 
tion. As to who is to get “biographical 
slory’ the book wili snow when it ap- 
pears, but by whom the pecuniary prout 
Wl be reaped we do not know. rre- 
sumably it will be the pubusner ony, 
sur we do not understand him to pre- 
tend that any portion of it will gu tu 
tne association, Upon that point, now- 
ever, Mr, kKihel can doubtless satisly 
himseil by correspondence with the 
pubiisaer, We have made no specific 
sltalements concerning tne distrivuuou 
of eltner the biograpnical glory or tne 
pecuniary prolit, but simply gave ut- 
lerance to a general remection which 
Was inspired by the piain facts in tnis 
case. it 1s the facts and not the rehec- 
tons to which they naturally give rise 
With waich the oluicers of the associa- 
lion snouid quarrel, ‘the ollciai woo 
took it upon himself to sanction, in the 
name ol the N.’W, D. A., or as one wi 
its olficers, any private enterprise, al- 
logether transcended any authority 
Which the constilutuon Of Lhe associa- 
lion accords to him, ‘Ane execulive 
head oO. Lhe organization who permits 
its hame to become a “bye-word anu u 
reproach,” ratner tnan undo the acc 
of a Subordinate, the bad eftects of 
Which he already knew, must share tue 
disagreeable odium which this bit of 
petly mendicancy will cast upun every 
vilnclal woo had the power to stop it,

William Fleming, a general 
manager for the Ohio Oil Company au- 
thorizes the statement that no cut has 
been made, nor is one now or at any 
future time contemplated. 


A. Asano, K. Kondo and T. Takeo 
of Tokio, Japan, having made a tour 
of the Ohio and Indiana oil fields, vis- 
ited the Pittsburg Refining Company's 
paint at Coraopolis, and will make a 
tour of the McDonald oil field.

It was 
credited with 3UU barrels a day, but was 
drilled deeper and increased its produc- 
tion to GWU barrels a day. The daily 
production of the larger wells in the 
Hardy pool is represented by the ap- 
pended gauges: Foy No. 1, 5U barrels; 
No, 2, 5U barrels; Bubb No. 1, 6o bar- 
rels; No. 2, 75 barrels; No. 3, GUU bar- 
rels; Hart No. 2, 3UU barrels; No. 3, 3UU 
barrels; No, 4, 2U0U barrels; No. 5, 27 
barrels; Gibson No. 8, OU barrels, and 
No. Y, ¥5 barrels. It will readily be seen 
by the foregoing that the aggregate 
output of the producing wells in the 
Hardy pool is something more than 
2,000 barrels a day and more than one- 
fourth of the amount is coming from 
the new well, Bubb No. &. There are 
seven wells drilling in the pool and two 
wildcats to the north on the Gibson 
farms. 

The district of Ter was the first to be 
worked for petroleum in Russia, refin- 
eries being erected at Mosdok. Oil was 
discovered in the Grosney field in 1833, 
but was only obtained in small quanti- 
ties and from a few shallow wells. On 
boring deeper the yield was, however, 
increased, the most productive well 
being that bored by the Suart Company 
in 1895, which spouted to a height of 
100 metres, and yielded during the first 
few days about 800,000 poods per diem. 
The Grosney oil contains about 15 per 
cent. of petroleum spirit, but compara- 
tively little burning oil. The residue, 
amounting to about 55 per cent., has a 
specific gravity of about U.Y60 and 
flashes at 120 degrees to 130 degrees C. 
As a lubricating oil it was preferred to 
Baku residuum, but is too thick to spray 
for fuel, and the crude ooil is too in- 
flammable, so that refiners simply distil 
off the spirit and sell the remainder for 
heating purposes, now that petroleum is 
cheap and the demand for lubricating 
oils insufficient.

Fornverly, when the commercial 
treaty between Spain and Germany 
was in force, the chief supply of raw ma 
terial consisted of German palm kernel 
vil, but now its place is taken by coprah 
vil from France.

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Keport on Petroleum in Roumania. 


The chief petroleum-producing dis 
tricts of Roumania are Prahova, Dam- 
bovitza, Bacau and LBuzeu, the total 
annual yield in the wells belonging to 
private persons being 7,017 tank trucks 
vf 10,000 kilos. each (1U tons). These 
wells are 751 in number, and there are 
also 47 borings owned by 123 persons in 
all, and vary in depth from 6U to 240 
meters, the most important sources be- 
ing situated at Bushtenari, Baicoi and 
Campina, in the district of Prahova, 


and at Glodeni and Colibashi, in the 
district of Dambovitza. 
Besides these are are 152 wells and 


one boring belonging to the State, yield 
ing 448 tank trucks of 10 tons each, and 
if these be added to the above a total 
for the whole country is arrived at of 
7,460 trucks of 10,0U0U kilos. each, or 
74,600,000 kilos., or about 74,600 tons 
of petroleum, valued at, say, 400 fr, per 
truck, the mean price of raw petroleum, 
the total amount ig given of 2,084,000 fr. 
per annum, 


The amount of capital employed in 
working all] the wells in the country, 
i. e., 905, comes to about 4,515,000 fr., if 
calculated at 5,000 fr. per well to a 
depth of 120 meters, and to 720,000 fr. 
for the 48 borings at 15,000 fr. per ber- 
ing, so that the whole capital employed 
is 5,255,000 fr. 

If the number, depth and yield of each 
district be taken into consideration, it 


will be found that the wells of Dof- 
tanetzi, Bushtenari (Prahova) are the 


most productive, with an annual yield 
of 2,960 trucks, equivalent to a sum of 
1,036,00 fr. All this petroleum is taken 


from 140 wells, of an average depth of 
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0 meters each, and the amount of 
capital expended in their working is 
calculated at 500,000 fr. Of this 30 
per cent. must be deducted for repairs, 
administration, etc., so that an annual 
protit of 868,000 fr. is left to be divided 
among the proprietors in that district 
alone. 

The petroleum wells at Campina and 
Baicoi (Prahova) and those at Sarata 
and Tega (Buzeu) also yield in propor- 
tion to their number aé_ considerable 
quantity of oil, 


In the district of Bacau, at the wells 
situated at Solontz and Moinesti, the 


yield is not quite so abundant on ac- 
count of the amount of fine sand, but 
the wells in general last longer, i. e., 


from 5 to 7 years, 


From a careful study of the country 
in general it has been found that the 
three richest districts of petroleum in 
toumania are those of Dambovitza, 
Prahova and Buzeu, and that it is only 
want Of capital and means of trans- 
port to the large railway centers which 
has prevented their resources from be- 
ing still further developed. For in- 
stance, the daily yield of the region of 
Glodeni (Dambovitza) eight years ago 
was only one or two trucks per diem, 
but since pipe lines have been laid down 
to the station of Doicesti the daily 
yield amounted to as much as sixteen 
trucks per diem. This has been, how- 
ever, much diminished latterly by a con- 
siderable influx of salt water into the 
wells, but this, it is suggested, might be 
remedied by the introduction of pipes 
in the borings to avoid the parts where 
the water has flowed in. 


Again, the district of 3ushtenarl, 
which only produced one tank truck 
per diem before the communication 


with the station of Plopeni was estab 
lished, now produces as much as eight 
trucks a day, and with the opening of 


the railway to ‘Tirgu-Ocna (Bacau), 
Moldavia, the transport of petroleum 
from Moinesti in that district will be 
greatly facilitated. 

Of the annual yield of 74AG0) tank 
trucks of 10,000 kilos. each, nearly 


6,000 are used in the works for making 
refined petroleum for burning, which is 


consumed in Roumania itself to the 
extent of 3,200 truckloads, the other 
2,800 trucks of residue being used in 


the factories for burning, for locomo- 
tives, and as wheel grease. 

The remaining 1,400 trucks which are 
not used in the country are exported 
chiefly to Austria-Hungary via Pre- 


deal, at from 3 to 4 fr. per 100 kilos 
The cost of carriage by rail of pe- 
troleum from Campina to the port of 
Galatz is about 60 fr. per truck load, 
but unfortunately there do not exist 


either at Braila or Galatz special quays 
to facilitate its shipment.

The small quantity of petroleum ex 
ported by Roumania proves to a Cer- 


tain extent that the natural adyvan- 
tages of the country in this respect 
have not been sufficiently developed, 


and this is due partly to the fact that 
private enterprise is unwilling to risk 
further capital in the working of the 
existing wells and in the discovery olf 
new , partly to the primitive na 
ture of borings by 


ones 
the hand, which 
rarely reach a depth of more than 220 
meters. At from 500 to 600° meters, 
when borings have been attempted, 
richer and more plentiful sources have 
been discovered. 

To remedy this, it has been suggested 
that the proprietors of wells should 
unite with the manufacturers of refined 


petroleum, and so give a renewed im- 
pulse to the industry, and so enable 
petroleum to be exported in a refined 
state to Servia, Bulgaria, North Italy. 
and even to Germany by the Danube, 
the residue being used as a combusti 
ble in the factories, and for the loco- 
motives. 

In connection with this, | have been 
informed that a syndicate has been 


formed in England for the working of 
petroleum wells in the Prahova district 
of Roumania, with a considerable cap!- 
tal at their disposal, and that the 
grounds where the chief wells are situ- 
ated have been leased from their pro- 
prietors for periods of from 20 to 2 
years. The modern processes of drill- 
ing, it is stated, will be employed in- 
stead of the primitive hand 
digging, and the production, it is hoped, 
will be thus considerably increased.—

It is well known that in boiling lin- 
seed oil for varnish making and similar

These results, while they can only be 
considered as preliminary, are surficient 
to show that we have hydrocarbon ong

some well-known work of Prof. Engler 
of Carlsruhe, Germany. In 13888 and 
1889, Prof. Engler published in the 
Berichte of the German Chemical So- 
ciety, Bed. XXI., p. 1,816, and XXII., 
p. 592, the results of these experiments 
on the distillation of menhaden oil un- 
der pressure. He began at a pressure of 
ten atmospheres and ended at four at- 
mospheres. A distillate carne over at 
525 deg. to 400 deg. C., and was ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the oil 
taken. 

The new distillate ‘was of brownish 
color, transparent in thin layers, and of 
strong green fluorescence. Its odor was 
not unpleasant and contained no rec- 
ognizable amount of acrolein. 

The specific gravity of this distillate 
was 0.8105. 

On the basis of these results Mrgler 
propounded a theory, which has heen 
extensively discussed and genera'lyv ac- 
cepted, that animal remains seem to be 
indicated as the main source of ihe for- 
mation of our petroleim deposits. His 
view, as expressed in the paper rererred 
to, is that while the nitrogenous tissue 
of these animal deposits have disep- 
peared, as the most ready alterable por- 
tion, the fatty tissues have undergcne 
a slow destructive. distillation under 
pressure with the formation of our pe- 
troleum oils. 

In the light of the results presented 
in this note on the destructive distilla- 
tion of linseed oil, it is difficult to see 
how we can avoid widening FEngler’s 
theory so as to include the vegeta le oil 
seeds as probable additional scurces of 
the petroleum oil formation.

Prof. Engler showed at the World’s 
Fair Congress of Chemists in 1893, a re- 
fined burning «‘1 and scale paraffin 
which had been obtained by him from 
fith oil. T have here the corresponding 
products, including scale paraffin from 
linseed oil.

The Production of Lead. 


Washington, Aug. 28, 1896. 

The Geological Survey has published 
a bulletin upon the production of lead 
during the first six months of 1896, as 
follows: 

“Reports from all the producers show 
that the production of lead during the 
first half of 1896 was as follows: De- 
silverized lead, 109,592 net tons; soft 
lead, 21,10 tons; total production of 
refined, 130,695 tons. 

“The desilverized lead includes the 
metal made in_ refining foreign base 
bullion in bond, and there was so re- 
fined 26,119 tons of lead, nearly all of 
which was exported. To this must be 
added the quantity of foreign lead ore 
smelted and refined in bond, which 
gives a total of 25,767 net tons export- 
ed. The following table gives a com- 
parison of lead production during the 
first half of 1896, 1895 and 1894:

“Included in the product of desilver- 
ized lead in the first half of 1896 was 
3,869 net tons of hard lead. The soft 
lead included only that product of 
Southern Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Wis- 
consin and Southern ores which were 
treated by local smelters. It does not 
include the ores and concentrates han- 
dled by the refining works. 

“The consumption of the United 
States for the first half of 1896 is shown 
by adding together the production of 
desilveriged and soft leads, the imports 
of refined, the stock in the United States 
on Jan. 1, 1896, and the foreign lead 
in bond, which gives a total of 151,208 
tons, and subtracting therefrom foreign 
base bullion refined and exported, 25,- 
767 tons: lead manufactures exported 
under drawback, 900 tons; stock in the 
United States July 1, 1896, 11,777 tons; 
and foreign stock in bond, July 1, 1896, 
5,827 tons; making a total deduction of 
44,271 tons, and leaving as the aggre- 
gate home consumption 106,932 tons.” 


Meeting of Naval Stores Producers, 


The turpentine producers of North Car- 
olina, Georgia and Florida, who met at 
Savannah last Wednesday, adopted the 
resolutions of the naval stores factors 
of Savannah and Brunswick, passed at 
their recent meeting ir Savannah, as 
expressing the sentiments of the oper- 
ators. Resolutions were also adopted 
providing for the carrying out of the 
plan under which the cut of new boxes 
the coming season will be but one-third 
of what it was in 1895-96. 


The meeting was a harmonious one. 
Although there were undoubtedly a 
number present who would have pre- 
ferred having no boxes cut at all, they 
were willing to subserve their personal 
wishes and accept a scheme that was 
considered more practicable. 

There were fully 250 operators pres- 
ent, Georgia and Florida furnishing the 
majority of them, but Alabama and 
South Carolina ‘were represented by 
some leading men in the industry. In 
addition to the operators there were 
present representatives of every factor- 
age house in Savannah and Brunswick. 

Capt. John Morrison of Ellabell was 
made chairman and J. R. Powell of 
Fannin, Fla., secretary of the meeting. 
In taking charge of the proceedings 
Capt. Morrison stated that there was no 
need for him to enter into any long ex- 
planation of the causes that had 
brought them together. The _ existing 
conditions, so detrimental to the 
finances of the operators, are too well 
known, he said, by all to require more 
than a passing reference. He was sat- 
isfied that all present were of one mind; 
that they had come to Savannah for 
business purposes, would proceed in a 
business way, and would demonstrate 
that as business men it was possible 
for them to act collectively in placing 
their industry on a paying basis once 
more. 

Mr. J. P. Williams, chairman of the 
recent factors’ meeting, was called upon 
to present the resolutions adopted by 
the factors. These resolutions, printed 
in the Morning News at the time, rec- 
ommend a reduction in the cut of new 
boxes to one-third of the total cut last 
season. Mr. Williams made a few pre- 
liminary remarks to the convention, 
stating that the factors proposed to 
stand together in aiding the operators 
in restoring prices to a point where the 
industry would once more yield a profit, 
and that they would be found assisting 
in any reasonable plan that the meeting 
might adopt. 

A motion was adopted referring the 
factors’ resolution to a committee of 
nine, which was to report resolutions to 
the convention. In appointing the com- 
mittee, Chairman Morrison placed upon 
it two factors, Messrs. J. P. Williams 
and C. Downing, the latter of Bruns- 
wick. Capt. Williams deemed it inad- 
visable that any factor should be upon 
the committee and urged that it be 
made up entirely of operators, the fac- 
tors to be called into conference if the 
committee saw fit to do so. Chairman 
Morrison then amended the committee 
and announced it as follows: Messrs. 
John A. Donaldson, W. C. Vereen, W. 
W. Beach, Henry Covington, John 
Guire, J. A. Alford, C. W. Smith, J. C. 
Ausley, John R, Sharpe. 


The committee, soon after retiring, 
called upon the factors for their advice, 
and was in session considerably over an 
hour In the mean time the number in 
the hall was considerably lessened, there 
probably being over fifty absent when 
the committee returned with its report. 
A number had come back before the 
convention adjourned. 


Chairman Donaldson, in presenting 
the report of the committee, stated that 
it had been prepared after careful con- 
sideration of all circumstances and had 
been adopted unanimously. It was, in 
the opinion of the commnittee, practica- 
ble for the cut to be so reduced as to 
insure higher prices for their products 
next year. He believed that in facing 
the common danger that confronted 
them the operators would stand united. 

The report of the committee was as 
follows: 

“The Committee on Resolutions, after 
carefully considering all the suggestions 
submitted to them, deem that the ne- 
cessities of the naval stores industry 
demand of this meeting the passage of 
the following resolutions: 


“1. That the aggregate number of 
boxes to be cut for the ensuing year do 
not exceed 33 1-3 per cent. of the cut 
of last year, and that a committee be 
appointed by this meeting, to consist of 
nine operators and all the factors, 
whose duty it shall be to distribute the 
cutting of the 33 1-3 per cent. of new 
boxes among the operators so that jus- 
tice may be done to all and so done aa 


to prevent the cutting of more boxes 
than herewith agreed upon, 

“2. That the cutting of boxes com- 
mence on Dec, 15, 189, and be entirely 
discontinued on Feb. 15, 1897. 

“3. That the maximum price to be 
paid for cutting boxes be 1 cent per 
hox. 

“4. That the factors be requested to 
obtain the indorsement anda the concur- 
rence in these resolutions of all the 
producers who are not here to-day.” 

Some discussion followed the readin’ 
of the resolutions. It was soon apyare 
ent that they were Satisfactory to 
nearly all present. Some objection. was 
made to the limiting of the time of 
cutting to the period mentioned, but it 
was shown that this was a wise safe- 
guard, and a motion to amend was 
overwhelmingly voted down. The point 
was also raised that the price for cut- 
ting having been fixed as much should 
be done as regards the price for dip- 
ping, scraping and other work. The 
statement was made that the joint 
committee of operators and factors 
would take this matter up and make 
recommendations at an early date. 

In reply to inquiries the statement 
was positively made that there would 
be no advances made the coming sea- 
son to new menentering the business, 
it being deemed best under present cir- 
cumstances to discourage the opening 
of new places. Where a producer pro- 
poses abandoning his old place for a 
new place he will be allowed, under 
the resolutions, to cut at the new place 
but his pro rata of the 38 1-23 per cent. 

The meeting was in session five hours. 
Chairman Morrison will soon appoint 
the committee of nine operators, who 
are to act with the factors.

The Arsenic Works at Bovisa, Italy. 
BY F. CLERICT. 

The works at Bovisa (Milan, Ttaly). 
belonging to the Socleta Anonima In- 
geniere L. Vogel, are among the most 
complete of their kind in Europe. The 
principal object of the company is the 
production of mineral superphosphate. 
The phosphates, amounting to about 
75,000 tons yearly, are mostly imported 
from South Carolina. and about the 
same quantity of sulphuric acid is pro- 
duced on the premises for converting 
the phosphates into superphosphates, 
thus rendering the phosphoric acid sol- 
uble in water. 

For the production of sulphuric acid 
about twenty-five tone per day of iron 
pyrites are burnt in Etagen-Ofen. Of 
these twenty-five tons fifteen tons come 
from the mines of Agordo (Udine), con- 
taining from 2 to 3 per cent. of copper, 
which is saved after roasting by lixivia- 
tion. The remaining ten tons come from 
the Cani mine, in the neighborhood of 
Mount Rosa: this mine is one of the 
group belonging to the Pestarena min- 
ing camp, and has been leased by the 
Societa Anonima L. Vogel. Worked for 
free gold since the time of the Romans, 
this mine constantly gave good returns 
up to the beginning of this century, 
when the ore having suddenly become 
very refractory, the mine was shut 
down. It was reopened about twenty- 
five years ago by the Pestarena Mining 
Company, and a large mill was erected 
for amalgamation with arrastras. But 
the ore carried too much iron pyrites 
and arsenic, and no satisfactory results 
could be obtained. 

In 1887 the mine was leased by the 
Societa Anonima L. Vogel, and I was 
sent as manager to see how the mine 
and the ore could be treated to best ad- 
vantage. The problem was very com- 
plex, and I saw that the only way to 
make the concern pay was to utilize all 
that the ore contained—sulphur, ar- 
senic and gold. The plan which I have 
adopted and which has been carried out 
ever since is as follows: 

The ore containing enough iron py- 
rites to burn by itself in the Etagen- 
Ofen is sorted out and sent to the works 
at Bovisa (distance, five miles by wagon 
and sixty-five miles by railroad); the 
poorer ore is to be treated at the mine 
with cyanide. 

The ore going to Bovisa contains an 
average of 34 per cent. sulphur, 10 to 
12 per cent. arsenic, 0.6 to 0.7 oz. of 
gold and 2.5 oz. of silver per ton. This 
ore is subjected to a first roasting in 
Etagen-Ofen, where it is freed from the 
sulphur and arsenic. Attached to the 
roasting furnace we have two series of 
large leaden canals (labyrinth) through 
which the sulphurous and arsenious 
acids are made to pass. The sulphur- 
ous acid after passing the labyrinth, 
goes to the lead chambers to be con- 
verted into sulphuric acid; the arse-

ous acid, after passing the labyrinth, 
and deposits itself in the form of a 
reddish-white slime. 

These slimes are taken from time to 
time from the above-mentioned laby- 
rinth, dried, in order to be subsequently 
subjected to a last sublimation so as to 
obtain a white commercial product 99 
per cent. pure. So far no difficulty was 
met with, but as soon as we began 
the sublimation in a kind of Muffel- 
Ofen our troubles began. The slimes 
coming from the labyrinth were found 
to contain some free sulphuric acid and 
some very fine particles of oxide of 
iron. Owing to the presence of these 
two substances we found it absolutely 
impossible to obtain by sublimation a 
pure product; the arsenious acid ob- 
tained had a faint reddish tint; its pur- 
ity was never more than 90 per cent.: 
it was therefore not soluble. It was 
evident that, before trying the sublima- 
tion, it was absolutely necessary to get 
rid of the free sulphuric acid present. 
We devised a large agitator in which 
the slimes were placed and agitated 
with water, which was syphoned off 
after letting the slimes settle, and the 
operation was repeated three or four 
times. This treatment, although long, 
tedious and expensive, did not give the 
wished for results, although a consider- 
able improvement was shown in the 
sublimation of the slimes thus treated. 
After trying a few more schemes un- 
successfully, we at last devised a 
method which was the simplest of all, 
and which, as is always the case, 
should have occurred to us at first. We 
built a large rectangular vat of bricks 
with a false bottom, and a quartz fil- 
ter on its top, covered with perforated 
sheets of lead. The slimes coming from 
the labyrinth are thrown into this vat. 
and spread evenly all over the filter: 
then water is allowed to percolate 
slowly through the mass: the free sul- 
phuric acid present being thus carried 
out through the false hottom, and re- 
covered by pumping it back to the 
lead chambers. 

The slimes thus washed gave the 
most satisfactory results, and In one 
single sublimation we got a most beau- 
tifully white product containing 98 to 


9 per cent. of pure arsenious acid. It 


is well known that in England and even 
at Freiberg two sublimations are neces- 
sary to arrive at a commercial product. 

Before we began this industry—new 
for Ttaly—the arsenious acid used in 
that country was all shipped from Eng- 
land, but in a year’s time we were able 
to completely cut out the English prod- 
uct from the market, supplying all de- 
mands in Ttaly, amounting to about 400 
tons a year. The greater part of this 
product is used in glass manufactures 
and in tanning leather. Our product is 
sold in Italy at 38f. per 100 kg. (about 
3.3c. per pound). In this manner the 
sulphur and the arsenic of our ore is 
well disposed of. 

Our study was then drawn to the re- 
covery of the gold contained in the 
roasted pyrites. This product still con- 
tains 1.5 to 2 per cent. of sulphur and 
about 5 per cent. of arsenic; in order to 
eliminate these substances—injurious to 
the subsequent operation of chlorina- 
tion—the roasted pyrites undergo a sec- 
ond thorough roasting in another 
Etagen-Ofen, quite similar to the first 
one, but provided with a fireplace, 
where a lively fire is made in order to 
drive out the last traces of sulphur and 
arsenic, The pyrites thus dead roasted 
are cooled and then charged into large 
wooden rectangular vats, lined with 
lead, and holding 10 tons each. These 
tanks are provided with a false bottom, 
covered with a quartz filter, upon 
which the mass rests. A weak solution 
of chloride of lime, together with a 
weak solution of sulphuric acid, is al- 
lowed to percolate slowly through the 
mass, dissolving and carrying with it 
the gold, the clear solutions passing 
through the false bottom to the precipi- 
tating tanks. One vat of 10 tons is 
completely lixiviated and washed out in 
three days.—Engineering and Mining 
Journal.

SPERM.—No sales of crude are re- 
ported at New Bedford, although nego- 
tiations are said to have been in prog- 
ress for several lots recently arrived for 
manufacture. Prices for all grades re- 
main as before, with crude at New Bed- 
ford held at 38c. The stock is now 10,- 
700 bbls. 

WHALE.—There is still no crude in 
first hands and prices are therefore en- 
tirely nominal. For bleached there is a 
very light demand and for these full 
previous quotations are realized. 


Mineral Oils. 


BLACK.—The approach of the season 
when cold test oils are required re- 
stricts the demand for summer oil, and 
the sales are now for immediate use 
only. Prices remain unchanged. 

CYLINDER STOCKS.—Dealers_ re- 
port a fair demand, considering the 
general dullness in the market for oils. 
The offerings of outside lots have not 
been large and negotiations on these 
are generally conducted and concluded 
on a p. t. basis, but it is apparently 
difficult to effect sales, as dealers are 
pretty well supplied. For jobbing lots 
prices are steady. 

NEUTRAL.—This class of mineral 
lubricants, which enjoyed a fair outlet 
during the early summer, is now as dull 
as are the others, dealers reporting the 
demand very light, there having been 
a decided falling off of late. No change 
has been made in market values. 

PARAFFINE.—There are no indica- 
tions of improvement in the demand 
pending, and very little oil is apparently 
required. Attempts to make this mar- 
ket a dumping ground for surplus 
stocks have not proven successful, as 
the bids, when made, have been very 


low. For jobbing lots prices are un- 
changed. 


SPINDLE.—While the demand is by 
no means brisk, there appears to be a 
steady increase in the inquiries and 
dealers report an improved movement. 
The reports from the manufacturing 
eenters continue favorable and a con- 


tinued fair movement of these oils is 
looked for. Prices are steady, on the 
basis of our quotations. 

O11 Cake. 

For linseed cake there was a very 
quiet inquiry, and the situation is with- 
out change. Steady prices are prevail- 
ing and an aggregate of about 200 tons 
sold in this market at $16.25. At Balti- 
more no transactions were reported, 
and the range of values there remains 
at $15.90@16, as to quantity. A large 
business has been done in new crop 
Texas cottonseed meal for September, 
October and November delivery, some 
8,000 tons having been placed for ex- 
port at $18.25 per long ton f. o. b. 
Southern Gulf ports. The mills decline 
to make further sales until they have 
secured their seed or know what it will 
cost. 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Ete. 


PARAFFINE WAX.—While the ship- 
ments of late have been somewhat 
larger these are deliveries on previous 
contracts. and the demand for export 
continues very light: indeed, it appears 
difficult to place any considerable quan- 
tity, as the views of exporters are very 
low, while for good quality 124 m. p. 
manufacturers will entertain no bid 
under 3c., and some make the lowest fig- 
ure 34c. Some off wax has been of- 
fered at less, but has not found a pur- 
chaser. The principal holders continue 
to quote crude at 3l4c. for 117 m. p., and 
3%c. for 124@126 m. p. Refined is 
steady and in moderate request at Fic. 
for 115@120 m. p.: Sle. for 125 m. p.: 
6%4c. for 130 m. p.; Tc. for 135 m. p., 
and 10c. for 140 m. p. 

LARD.—The week onened on a some- 
what more cheerful situation than ex- 
isted last week, but this feeling was 
soon checked by large arrivals of hogs 
in the West and the inability of the 
principal operators to move stocks of 
lard in any but a routine manner. Price 
fluctuations were narrow and unimpor- 
tant, as a rule, and no very prominent 
features came to the surface. The clos- 
ing quotations were 3.65c. for Septem- 
ber, against 6.15c. at the correspond- 
ing date last year.

Chicago Oil Market. 


Chicago, Aug. 27, 1896. 

LINSEED OIL.—The market shows a 
weak undertone. One of the independent 
mills is offering oil at 27c., but is not 
urging sales. Other crushers are nom- 
inally holding at 29c., but some ex- 
press their readiness to meet the cut 
price if necessary. The inquiry is light, 
although about up to the average for 
the season. Probably at about current 
quotations buyers would make con- 
tracts for future deliveries, hut crush- 
ers are unwilling to sell ahead on these 
terms. 

FLAXSEED.—The official figures 
show a continued active movement, al- 
though somewhat varying in character. 
While receipts have increased 81,400 
bushels shipments have fallen off 25,819 
bushels, while both receipts and ship- 
ments have largely exceeded those for 
the corresponding week of last year. A 
summary of the daily postings is given 
below:

Considerable surprise was occasioned 
by the report of the registrar of flax- 
seed, posted at the beginning of the 
week. In view of the large outward 
movement it had heen expected that 
the bulletin would show a material re- 
duction in the visible supply. On the 
contrary, stocks at Chicago were re- 
ported as being 128,736 bushels in ex- 
cess of the figures reported the week 
before. The only apparent explanation 
is that a considerable proportion of the 
seed sent forward was taken from pri- 
vate storage. Stocks at Duluth have 
decreased 109,423 bushels, while those 
at Minneapolis are 5453 bushels less. 
The total available supply in the North- 
west has consequently, in all, been aug-

Arrivals have not been quite up to 
the average for the past few weeks, the 
aggregate inspections in for the past 
six days having been 769 cars. The de- 
crease is due to lighter receipts from 
the Southwest, flax from the Northwest 
arriving more liberally. The cars in- 
spected were officially graded as fol- 
lows: No. 1 Northwestern, 277: No. 1, 
345; rejected, 124; no grade, 23. These 
figures show a decided improvement in 
the quality of the seed arriving, the 
percentage of lower grades not exceed- 
ing eighteen. The outward movement, 


while liberal, has not been half 
that reported for the week  pre- 
ceding, the sum total, as reported 
by the inspector, having been 


but 170,483 bushels. The market for 
cash seed has exhibited some improve- 
ment upon the activity noted last week. 
Crushers and warehousemen were 
among the buyers, as well as exporters. 
Sales of 300 to 310 cars “on the floor” 
are reported, distributed—as to grade— 
as follows: Northwestern, 92 cars and 
3,000 bushels; No. 1, 180 cars and 5,000 
bushels; rejected, 26 cars; No grade, 5. 
The tendency of prices has been gen- 
erally upward, contract grades having 
opened at 66c., appreciated to 68c., and 
closed at 67l4c. The inquiry was un- 
doubtedly stimulated by admitted en- 
gagements of shipping room. North- 
western and Southwestern flax sold at 
substantially the same price, exporters 
apparently making no distinction be- 
tween the two. The speculative market 
also manifested decided activity, and 
prices advanced in about the same pro- 
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cash seed.

OIL CAKE.—The demand on export 
account continues fairly good, and for- 
warders increased their bids to a figure 
which would net $12.75@13 per ton 
here were it not for the appreciation in 
ocean freights. There are enough stocks 
in sight to render crushers more willing 
to sell, presumably because of unwill- 
ingness to carry over accumulations. 
Meal is quiet, but may be quoted nomi- 
nally at $13.50@14. Direct exports 
from Chicago for the week are estimat- 
ed at about 400 tons. 

OLEO OIL.—Advices from Holland 
indicate a strong market, the demand 
for oleomargarine having been stimu- 
lated by an advance in natural butter. 
Sales of nearly 4,000 tierces are report- 
ed, and stocks are estimated at about 
1,000 tierces—the lowest point reached 
in many months. Exports have fallen 
off about 20 per cent., and are estimated 
at about 3,000 tierces. This is mainly 
attributable to a reduction of the out- 
put, which, in turn, may be ascribed to 
an increase in the demand for tallow. 
With a sharp upward turn in oleo melt- 
ers would probably again begin to util- 
ize their fat in its production. The 
Rotterdam market may be quoted at 
about 28@30fl., with excellent medium 
grade oil at 22@26fl. These prices rep- 
resent an advance of 2@3fl. for the 
week. The Dutch market for neutral 
lard has not sympathized with the 
American, and is reported as exhibiting 
no special strength. The local market 
continues dull and weak. 

LARD OIL.—The demand is of a very 
limited sort, but stocks are moderate, 
owing to some curtailment of produc- 
tion. To-day’s quotations are as fol- 
lows: Extra, 33c.; extra No. 1, 30c.; No. 
1, 27¢.; No. 2, 25c.

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OBITUARY. 


Frederick W. Simonds. 


Frederick W. Simonds, who was for 
many years a well-known business man 
in this city, died suddenly on Thursday 
night, Aug. 27, at the Stockbridge Inn, 
Stockbridge, Mass., where he and Mrs. 
Simonds had been staying with their 
daughters. His death was due to a 
stroke of paralysis. 

Mr. Simonds was born in March, 
1819, in England, and received his edu- 
cation there. He came to America about 
fifty years ago, and started in the ex- 
port and import commission business, 
first in the firm of Simonds & Gilde- 
meister, which firm was widely known 
as large importers of soda ash, caustic 
soda and sal soda, and later as export- 
ers of cottonseed products, in which he 
was engaged for the remainder of his 
life. He eventually took his son, Henry 
A. Simonds, into partnership, and the 
firm was established at No. 18 South 
William street, under the name of F. 
W. Simonds & Son. Mr. Simonds built 
up an extensive business, and his firm 
became particularly well known in the 
United Kingdom and on the Continent, 
to which its transactions extended. 
Mr. Simonds was one of the oldest 
members of the Produce Exchange, but 
did not belong to any club or fraternity. 
He had no political preferences. He 
was widely known among business men, 
and was unusually popular. 

Mr. Simonds leaves a widow, two 
daughters and seven sons, one ef 
whom, William B. Simonds, is a wine 
merchant in this city.

Petroleum Industry in Galicia. 


The development of the Galician 
petroleum industry has proved remark- 
able during the past twelve months, 
Some time ago the Anglo-Austrian 
Bank of Vienna and London purchased 
extensive estates in that province which 
were reported to be capable of yielding 
vast quantities of oil if properly ex- 
ploited. This turns out to have been 
correct, for it subsequently became ap- 
parent that the produce of the wells in 
posesssion of the bank was not only 
sufficient to supply the combined re- 
quirements of Austria and Hungary, 
but that a considerable surplus would 
also remain for exportation. At first 
the enormous increase of production 
had a depressing effect upon the mar- 
ket, but later on an arrangement was 
entered into by the Galician producers 
in accordance with which prices were 
maintained. The Anglo-Austrian Bank 
has since disposed of its wells to a limi- 
ted liability company styled the “Schod- 
nice Petroleum Company,” the shares 
of which are now quoted at a large pre- 


mium. Another concern called the 
“Carpathian Petroleum Company of 
Galicia,” owning oil wells in a different 


part of the province, has likewise been 
recently founded, and is stated to be 
transacting remunerative business.— 
British Consular Report.

Logwood and Chicle in Campeche. 


In a long article on the three great 
exports of Campeche and Yucatan, 
chicle (chewing gum), henequen sisal 
hemp) and logwood, a mercantile re- 
view of Campeche says that by reason 
of their importance these products may 
be truly termed the base of all mer- 
cantile operations of those States.

In respect to chicle (chewing gum), it 
would appear that its depreciation has 
been caused by the producers them- 
selves, who, for the larger part, have, in 
order to make larger gains, adulterated 
the product, thus killing, as the saying 
is, the goose that lays the golden egg. 
This gum can be extracted from the 
trees pure and clean, and there is no 
necessity for its adulteration. When the 
latter is done, as is now so frequently 
the case, the consumers, in a critical 
junction, refuse to receive it. The 
remedy for this evil is in the hands of 
the producers, and can not be laid at 
the door of the purchasing merchants.

Private vs. Government Cinchona 
Plantations in India, 


Some time ago the United Planters’ 
Association of Southern India passed a 
resolution in which it was represented 
that the Government should obtain its 
bark from private owners instead of 
replanting the existing plantations or 
purchasing new estates. It was in- 
cidentally stated that a promise that 
a course should be followed was 
given by Sir M. E. Grant Duff when 
Governor of Madras. The reply of the 
Government, which has just been made 
public, is a snub for the association, It 
denies that Sir M. Ek. Grant Duff made 
the promise referred to, and proceeds: 
“In any case, the association overlooks 
the fact that circumstances have 
materially altered 1ssz. The 
cinchona industry has languished for a 
considerable period, and, so far as the 
areas 


since 


Government is aware, no large 
have been planted up of late years by 
private Owners. On the other hand, it 
has been decided in the interest of the 
general population that Government 
should itself take active steps to secure 
the production of quinine at a cost suf- 
ficiently low to admit of its being wide- 
disseminated in a _ suitable form 
among the poorer classes’ through- 
out the Presidency, and especially in 
malarious tracts. Such dissemination 
would be impracticable if the Govern- 
ment merely purchased cinchona bark 
from private owners or bought quinine 
in the open market. In these’ circum- 
stances, His Excellency in Council does 
not consider that the United Planters’ 
Association has any reasonable ground 
for complaint, and he is unable to ac- 
cede to the request which it makes,’’—

The German Chemical Industry. 


The chemical factory, ‘“‘Harburg,” at 
Stassfurt, report that the sale of their 
principal article of manufacture, viz., 
refined saltpetre, has declined by about 
5 per cent. during their last business 
year as compared with the year 1894- 
95. Since July, 1895, the factory has 
entirely stopped the manufacture of re- 
fined camphor, because the price of the 
raw material was forced up to a figure 
at which the refined article left no 
profit. Owing to the Spanish-German 
tariff war, the exports of the factory 
to Spain fell from 222 tons in 1894 to 
122 tons in 1895. The chemical works, 
“Buckau,” in Madgeburg, are about to 
lay down plant at their Stassfurt 
works for the manufacture of ammonia 
salts. Many other German potash 
factories are also taking up the manu- 
facture of new articles. This ap- 
plies particularly to the manu- 
facture of caustic potash for 
soapmakers’ use, for which several new 
plants have been put down. Up to the 
present, caustic potash is made chiefly 
by the chemical works at Griesheim, 
their branch factory at Bitterfeld, and 
the electro-chemical factory, also at 
Bitterfeld. All these works appear to 
make a considerable profit out of the 
article, small quantities of which are 
also made by the United Chemical 
Factory at Leopoldshall. All of this, 
however, is at present used by the fac- 
tory for its own consumption, but the 
commercial production of the article 
will be discussed at the next general 


meeting. The Leopoldshall works 
have recently purchased the prussiate 
and cyanide of potash factory of 


Schachnow & Woltf, and they are also 
considering the erection of a special 
factory for chromate of potash.—

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Bacteria in Milk Sugar. 
BY ALBERT R. LEEDS. 





Certain phases of bacteriological in- 
vestigations command universal and 
protound popular interest, and any pub- 
lication relating to the connection of a 
specific organism with a zymotic dis- 
ease elicits general attention and dis- 
cussion. This intimate connection of 
bacteriology with questions of life and 
death has led many to regard the study 
as the proper province of medical spe- 
cialists, despite the first uses made of 
bacteriological methods by Pasteur and 
his followers, and to neglect them as in- 
struments of chemical research. But 
the morphology, the classification, the 
physiology, and the botany of the bac- 
teria are in such a rudimentary and 
unsatisfactory condition that the most 
vaiuable methods of bacteriological in- 
vestigation are still of a chemical na- 
ture. The preparation of the culture 
fluids, the application of the tests, and 
the isolation of the products are chem- 
ical operations, and the advances to be 
made in the near future are to be looked 
for mainly on the chemical side of the 
subject. For this reason the absence 
from the columns of this journal of pa- 
pers resting upon the bacteriological 
questions, has been a matter of surprise 
tu the writer, and the important con- 
tributions which have been herein re- 
cently made by Dr. Schweinitz, Dor- 
sett, Bennett, Pammel and Mason, a 
source of congratulation. Their results 
foretell the rich harvest of the future 
when the complete quantitative value 
of the chemical actions involved are 
known, and the different views which 
they may be expected to inaugurate as 
to the nature of many bodies now 
grouped closely together, but which de- 
port themselves very differently when 
bacteria are the reagents made use of. 

It is for these reasons that the writer 
desires to put on record the slight ob- 
servations which he has made during 
the course of ordinary chemical work. 
They spring out of some anomalous be- 
havior of specimens of milk sugar 
which were being examined for purity. 
All the samples of pulverized milk sugar 
coming from drug stores which he ex- 
amined proved to contain a ferment 
when their solutions were kept at the 
optimum temperature for a sufficient 
length of time. The lactic acid pro- 
duced was isolated in the form of cal- 
cium lactate. This was not the case 
with some lactose crystallized in nod- 
ular masses of prismatic crystals which 
had been obtained originally from 
Kahlbaum, and had been standing for 
twenty-five years in a stoppered jar. 
It was sterile. With the exception of 
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this specimen, all the others gave an 
abundant crop of bacteria when definite 
weights dissolved in sterilized water 
were submitted to ordinwry gelatin- 
peptone culture. The maximum num- 
ber obtained in this medium was 1,400 
colonies per gram of milk sugar. In 
studying these colonies I looked more 
particularly for the bacillus acidi lactici 
and the other ten or twelve species, 
which are at the present time Classified 
as the specific milk bacteria, but with- 
out success. With a _ lactose-litmus 
gelatin solution a still larger number 
of colonies was obtained, and possibly 
larger search in this medium might 
have revealed the specific milk bacteria 
of lactic acid fermentation. But my 
immediate object had been attained, 
and the presence of bacteria aS a com- 
mon impurity in lactose, to be looked 
for and avoided by the chemist and the 
druggist, sufficiently demonstrated.— 
Journal Am. Chem. Society. 


The Ambergris Mystery. 


Three spermaceti whales were com- 
panionably floating about in Southern 
waters one sunshiny day hnvt so very 
many years ago, says the Boston Even- 
ing Transcript. Two were fine speci 
mens of the genus physeter. The third, 
however, though of the same 
was lank and scrawny, and lolled list- 
lessly on the dark blue surface of the 
Gut Stream, while its more rotund and 
sportive comrades slashed about vigor- 
ously, and sent the limpid waters far 
above them to fall in refreshing sprays. 
It was a mystery why any whale at 
that season should have presented an 
ill-fed condition, as the feeding grounds 
had been unusually well populated by 
the tentaculated and foul-mouthed cut- 
tlefish, Sepia octopodia, and no whale 
had need to go a single day with an 
empty stomach, Perhaps it the two 
well-conditioned animals had been less 
frolicsome, and the third more aroused, 
they would have been on the alert for 
defense. <As it was, a long, narrow 
boat, pointed at both ends, bore down 
unobserved upon ‘them, and the whale- 
men sent with unerring aim their weap- 
ons straignt into the two bulky 
creatures. The scrawny whale escaped, 
though it made no motion to get away; 
but because it was evident there would 
be little, if any, oil or spermaceti in the 
animal, and because the capture of the 
two splendid specimens had been more 
than was expected, it was left unmo- 
lested, still rocking lazily in the sea, 

Next day, tu the amazement of the 
whalemen, the animal was seen in al- 
most exactly the same spot, as though 
inviting death. 

“Well,” called out the captain of the 
whaling fleet, who had been one of the 
party the day before, “if you wish to 
die, you poor, crazy lubber, you shall,” 
and forthwith it, too, was disposed of, 
the easiest task, the men agreed, that 
they had had in many a day. But lit- 
tle more than two barrels of oil were 
found in the emaciated whale. Another 
and Vastly more important discovery 
was the largest single lot of ambergris 
ever sold in this country. it was ex- 
changed for a check, signed by a well- 
known drug firm of this city, whose 
figures rounded close onto $60,000! 
Never had so large a check been seen 
till then in the little Cape Cod fishing 
town Where it was divided among the 
whalemen of the fleet, as each man ona 
whaler receives a certain percentage of 
the proceeds of a voyage. The number 
of pounds found aggregated over 150, 
valued at $30 per ounce, the price paid 
for the best ambergris. 

It would seem that the animal had 
sickened of a malady caused by un- 
natural growth, and such was un- 
doubtedly the case, and, if its sufferings 
had not been brought to an end by the 
whalemen, it would have lingered till 
the disease itself had finally caused 
death, Such profound mystery has sur- 
rounded this strange subject, and so 
many fallacies have been written in re- 
gard to it, that some of the later en- 
cyclopedias have—perhaps wisely—left 
it untouched, or, if treating it at all, 
have ventured on but the barest gen- 
eralities, for trustworthy facts relating 
to this most interesting and singular 
product are few and far between. 

We need touch but lightly on the his- 
tory of ambergris, though the delusions 
that were primitively indulged in are 
extremely fascinating. In the “Arabian 
Nights” we are told of Eastern beauties 
whose cheeks were marked with moles 
like bits of ambergris; and in the story 
of the sixth voyage of “Sinbad the 
Sailor” we read in the description of 
the place where the voyagers were 
wrecked: “Here is also a fountain of 
pitch and bitumen that runs into the 
sea, which the fishes swallow, and then 
vomit up again turned into ambergris!” 


species, 
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That antique author, Robert Boyle, con- 
sidered it to be of vegetable produc- 
tion, and similar to yellow amber; thus 
it received its name, ambergris (gray), 
gray amber. This and even more plausi- 
ble theories are but indeed fallacies 
that puzzied savants have set forth 
when they are at a loss to account for its 
origin. It is now ascertained beyond a 
doubt to be generated by the large- 
headed sperm whale, and is the result 
of the diseased state of the animal. 
The victim of this rare malady may 
bDossibly, in extremely rare cases (but 
of this we are not convinced by actual 
knowledge), throw off the morbific sub- 
Stance, or finally die of the ailment. 
The disease is located in the intestinal 
canal, and some savants suppose it to 
be caused by a biliary irritation. After 
a deep study on the subject, several 
modern scientists have agreed that the 
disorder is akin to the new fashionable 
human peril, appendicitis, intensified 
and prolonged in this great mammal. 

It is known that the ambergris whale 
feeds upon the cuttlefish. This creature 
is armed upon its head with a sharp- 
pointed, curved black horn resembling 
a bird’s beak, much like that of a par- 
rot, only the lower mandible is the 
largest. This is found—as it ig too in- 
destructible to be digested—in many 
specimens of ambergris, and may often- 
times aid in establishing a seated dis- 
ease. It may be considered, though, to 
be but the primary cause of irritation, 
as much of the finest ambergris is en- 
tirely free from the tough little horn. 
Such is the effect in the whale of the 
magnified—and tremendously magnified 
—illness which, when established in our 
Own comparatively puny organism, 
causes a fatal collapse, unless quickly 
and Xeroically attacked by the almost 
miraculous modern skill of the gsur- 
geon’s gifted hand. The habits of the 
great water mammals, however, tend to 
prolong life, and their resisting power 
against the insidious destroyer is elo- 
quent of their tenacious hold on exist- 
ence. When we realize the enormous 
physical strength of the whale we won- 
der less at its combative force. These 
great sea creatures are not fish, strictly 
speaking, but the largest of living ani- 
mals—warm blooded, air breathing, 
bringing forth their young (usually 
singly) alive, and suckling them for a 
definite period. 

When the whale is finally captured— 
and please bear in mind that we are 
speaking of the sperm and ambergris 
whale alone—it is taken in tow along 
the ship’s side. The cutting process is 
then begun. The tough outer skin and 
true skin—of which recent observations 
prove the blubber is a part—are then 
cut up and boiled, extreme precaution 
being taken that the woodwork of the 
vessel does not ignite in the process. 
The hot oii is then lowered in casks to 
swing in the trail of the ship until it 
cools; then it is lowereg to the vessel’s 
depths. From 1,200 to 2,000 barrels is 
considered a bon voyage. 

To the conservative whale fisher of 
New Bedford or Provincetown the dis- 
covery of ambergris is as unexpected 
and as longed for as the sheeny splen- 
dor of the pear] that gladdens the pear] 
fisher, or the sparkle of the diamond 
that sends its radiance straight to the 
heart of the miner. There is that de- 
lightful uncertainty, that same shake- 
and-throw doubt that allures the specu- 
lator to take his chance; though that 
of the whalemen is much more legiti- 
mate husiness, for with the zeal that 
characterizes these merchants of the 
ocean there is coupled the absolute cer- 
tainty of reduplication according tv 
their efforts. 


Almost awestruck are the sailors 
when the crv of “Ambergris!” is ut- 
tered. This is the happy event of a 
lifetame. The substance is carefully 
taken from the buowels of the whale 
and packed in casks, if it is in liquid 
form, or in sacks if it is dry enough. 
It is then brought in its nauseatingly 
odoriferous condition direct to Boston, 
where it is appraised by the head of the 
largest diug firm in the city. This 
young man has no enviable task before 
him in ascertaining the value of the 
article. He has to examine the fetid 
mass, Which is sometimes in a rank 
liquid state, sometimes of the consist- 
ency of soft putty, and again a chalk- 
like substance. That which is more 
like putty usually is best to be relied on 
for making the best market ambergris, 
and gradually as it dries—the only 
curing process it undergoes—the un- 
wholesome dark shade turns to a soft 
Squirrel gray. The substance lightens 
in weight, and the subtle, fascinating 
odor develops, an odor almost indescrib- 
able, like the blending of new-mown 
hay, the damp, woody fragrance of a 
fern copse and the faintest possible 
perfume of the violet.

ment, therefore, that so few 
take place at present is not one that 
should produce contentment with the 


present state of matters, and the trade 
left burdened and hindered by danger, 
seeing it could be 60 easily cured. Ac- 
cidents with high-flash oil are very rare 


indeed Coal dust and wheaten flour 
have caused many serious explosions, 
yet common sense prevents us from 


classing coal or flour as dangerous ex- 
plosives. In the same way high-flash 
oils that have caused three or four ac- 


cidents in the last 30 years must not 
be classed along with dangerous low- 
flash petroleums that cause hundreds 
of accidents every evening. And we 


must remember that the low quality of 
the oil in the market that causes the 
numerous deaths is not merely ailowed, 
legisla- 


but is directly created by our 
tion, because manufacturers make the 
oil to suit the standard, and it frees 


merchants and manufacturers from re- 
sponsibility for the inevitable’ result. 
‘the object of our legislation is surely to 
save lives and property. 

If you continue to allow oi.s under 
100 degrees flash, you allow oils that 
contain naphtha, and that could have 
been kept free from naphtha without 
any extra expense in refining. 

It is as easy to keep the naphtha 
separate as to put it into the burning 
oil. Naphtha in burning oil should be 
counted an adulteration. We would 
not lose a gallon of oil by what I pro- 
pose, only the household oil would be 
sent in safe, and would require only 
ordinary care, while the naphtha would 
come in separate, and be treated with 
the necessary precautions. Naphtha in 
this country is generally dearer than 
burning oil. I cannot conceive a state 
of matters in which it would be wise 
economy, either from the national or 
world-wide point of view, to deliberate- 
ly mix naphtha with the burning oil as 
at present, for it makes all dangerous. 

Have a truly safe standard, and let 
all above standard escape burdensome 
surveillance. It leaves the oil trade 
quite free, and also the trade in lamps. 
It causes also that the oil of the people 
be all safe. All that is required in the 
bill is to raise the standard to 100 de- 
grees close test, where it was meant 
to be from the first, and give towns the 


power of regulating the storage of 
large quantities,
